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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 7, 8, 10, and 12-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

As regards claims 1-3, it is not clear what the scope of the claims should include 
where 'as best understood', the elected embodiment of the invention as shown in Fig's 
4 and 6 for example, is not described or shown to have a holder that allows "rotatable 
movement" of a magnet, and the "magnet holder" of that embodiment does not provide 
for rotatable movement of "either magnet", and more specifically, does not provide for 
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movement with respect to and "within the magnet holder". It's not clear that the 
amended claim reads on the disclosed invention. 

As regards claims 5, 7, 8, and 12-15, it is not clear what the scope of the claims 
include inasmuch as the elected embodiment of the invention as shown in Fig's 4 and 6 
does not have a "first magnet in the edge surface of the door" and a "second magnet,..., 
mounted in the surface of the doorframe,...". Further regarding claim 5 for example, it's 
not clear that an embodiment of the invention having a "first magnet,..., mounted in the 
edge surface of the door" provided with "selecting means" has been disclosed. 

Since 'as best understood', the disclosed embodiment is not described or shown 
as having the claimed structure, the amendment amounts to inclusion of 'new matter'. 
'As best understood', the elected embodiment of the invention is mounted onto a door's 
surface. 

Inasmuch as the term "selecting means" is not used in the specification, it is not 
clear what structure is being referred to especially where it is not clear what structure of 
the elected embodiment is capable of performing the function. It is suggested that the 
written description be amended to use the term with specific reference to the disclosed 
structure that performs the function in order to allow one of ordinary skill in the art to 
clearly determine what is being claimed as the invention. See MPEP 2181-2185. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Due to the nature of the grounds of rejection made hereinabove, no allowable 
subject matter can be indicated at this time. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's argument have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground(s) of rejection. Inasmuch as the new grounds of rejection is at least in some 
respect, based in there being a lack of understanding how the claims should be read on 
the elected embodiment, Applicant is cordially invited to telephone interview and 
examiner's help in getting a fuller examination of the claims back on track should the 
misunderstanding be of the type that can be clarified in interview. Otherwise, assuming 
Applicant intends to prosecute other embodiments of the invention, it is suggested that 
a Divisional Application be filed; or possibly a Continuation-ln-Part Application to 
provide for the addition of new subject matter.
